AN being ſubje& to as m 
and more diſtempers chan his 
famous firu&ure can boaſt ya- 
riety of parts, all the facul- 

ties of his ſoul have been continually em- 

ployed to find out Remedies for the pre- 

_ and reſtauration of his decaying 
ody. 

Now the firſt man Adams had a per- 
fet knowledge of the virtues of all 
Plants, Minerals,or Animals; but whether 
it was immediately difated to him by the 
Creator, I ſhall not here argue ; or whe- 
ther their innate vertnes were engraven 
upon the front ot ſnperficies of | every 
creature , in thoſe lines we ſee on 
Plants, &c. which Idelieye are not floy= 
riſhes a-/a=-vo/e of natures Pen, but fair

charaRers legible to our forefather 4dam, 
ad ſome feiv of his poſterity : But ſince 
the Fall, Soul and Body have deviated 
from their firſt perfection, all the facu!- 
ties of the Soul are depraved, the Memory 
18 ſubject to fail, the Judgement given 
to erie, and the Will often known to 
rebel, and became a voluntary (lave to 
paſſion ; ſo is his Body ſubje& to ſo ma- 
ny infirmities, that he that ſhall conſider 
upon what ſlender - filaments the life of 
man depends, will have greater cauſe to 
admire at the Providence of the Creator 
ſeen in the preſervation of Man, than at 
his Wiſdome known in his Creation, 
though both of them ſarpaſs the ſcale of 
our reaſon; for our Reaſon being fallen 
from its primitive purity, is as much con- 
fuſed as our Languages : now, #9 þor:i- 
ners tot ſewtentigy & tot rationgs 3 Reaſon 
is ar beſt bus the harmony or muſical 
ſound of a well taned Hyp:che/is, where- 
with the fancy- is delighted, and it ſuffers 
the ſame fate with our common Muſick 3 
for gs every gune delights not every car, 
ſo every reaſon. pleaſes not every tancy. 
We have pothing certan in_Phyſick or 
Philobpby bus Mathemacical and Expe-

rimental Demonſtration, and what we have 
learnt in either Science, hath been by in» 
duſtrious Obſervations and Experiments, 
Thus by the induſtrious toils and labours 
of thoſe Primitive Heroes ( the ancient 
Empiricks ) in their obſervations and ex- 
periments, the foundation of this famous 
ruRure of Phyſick was laid, and in ſome 
ages by the ſame hand reer'd and finiſh- 
ed ; but fince poliſhed and refined by the 
more carious Wits , bat leſs induftrious 
perſons of our latter ages : but were they 
more induſtrious and leſs witty, this con- 
jeQural art of Phyſick wonld become 
more certain by the help of obſervations 
and experimental demonftration. 

The art of Phyſick began originally either 
from accidental Experiment, or Obſer- 
vations taken from the irrational Crea» 
tures, as Birds, Beaſts, and Fiſhes, which 
being led by ſome inſtin& of Nature'to 
convement remedies for the cure' of 
their proper Maladies , have furniſhed 
Man with many wholeſome remedies and 
medicaments, "Thus the virtae of Celan- 
dine in the effeRts of the eyes was learnt 
from the Swallow, who hath been'oſten 
odſerved to {queeſe the juice of that mw

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with'her biſl-upon-the blind eyes of her 
young, by which means they gain their 
fGght, It is obſerved of the; Dear in 
Candy and thoſeparts, that being wound- 
ed with a poyſonous Arrow, they tepair 
mmediately to- Dittany , an herb that 
grows plentifully in thoſe Countries, 
which by an Alexiphirmick virtue expels 
both Arrow and Poyſon.

reſt pra&ice.) We hind many ſtrange vir- 
tones in Plants, Stones, and Minerals, 
which our reaſon cannot iolve ;. and if we 
thould therefore leave off the uſe of them, 
we :ſhoul#! do great injury to Mankind, 
The polar virtne 'of the Loadſtone ſur- 
paſſes the ſcrutiny of the moſt ſolid judg- 
ment and:refined reaſon, and yet nothing 
of greater uſe to Mankind in the mniverſal 
benefit they receive by Navigation, The 
effets produced by the, herb Lunaria, 
precious Stones, are beyond the reach of 
our Reaſon; That Gold and Antimany 
do emit virtne by Infufion without loſs of 
Teighe of \thair ſubſtance,] is unqueſtio- 
nabfe, and'yert inconfiftent with our rea- 
ſons' So have ſeveral Medicines been 
onde tobe ſpecffically ſac- 
oneby "cure of ma warmer or 

heir compoſition, or the ſeveral in- 
gredients;" tay not ſquare with fome of

our rational Hypotheſes: The Experimen- 
tum mirabile Of Rulendys , ſeems to our 
common reaſon to be an aftringent medi- 
cine by its compoſition, and yet by only 
applying it to the pulſe, it is found by ex- 
perience to purge, I knew an Empirick 
in the Country, that did uſe a prepara- 
tion of Opium with extraordinary ſucceſs 
inPleurifies,and in the Stone, and yet no- 
thing ſeems more Irrational, ſince we (| 

poſe Opin to bind, and contra the vef- 
ſels, and ſo wonld hinder expe&oration, 
that neceſſary eyacuation by which nature 
is chiefly relieyed ip Pleurifies, and by 
the ſame quality it ſhould exaſperate in 
the Stone, by cauſing greater obſtruians 
in the urinous paſſages. Buc 1] have ſeen 
contrary effetssz- for Nature being relie- 
ved by the ceſlation of pain, expeRoration 
followed of courſe, either without ar with 
little help of Priſan or Liquoriſh drink , 
and 1n the Stone I have known it ra moye 
Urine powerfully , and oftentimes ſtangs 
bave come forth ypan the taking of it,” I 
knew another performed ftrange cures 
of Gouts with a mercurial Plaiſter, or Un- 
guent, and yet few perſons can give 2 
rational account either of the cauſe of 
_- lt the

he-Gout, or why Mercury ſhould be ſpe> 
Cifical to its cure. T have experienced it, 
and found it ſuccetsful in fix or ſeven, and 
theEmpirick,from whom I had the receipt, 
in-hundreds. The gathering of Cinque- 
foil and Verbaſcum at certain elected 
times, obſerving the aſpeRs of the Pla- 
nets, ſeems to favour more of Superiti- 
£00 than Reaſon ; but whoſoever ſhall 
obſerve the contrary effe&s of them that 
are careleſly gathered, and thoſe gathered 
at elected ſeaſons, will be convinced 
the-one viz, Cinquefoyl, gathered in the 
hour of Jupiter, with ſome ocher neceſ- 
ſary obſervations Aſtrological , becomes 
a.goad ſpecifick in Qnotidian , Tertian, 
and new Quartan Agues, and operates 
by Vomit 3 whereas-the Cinquefoyl care= 
lefly: gathered is nnſucceſsful, and hath 
'Tarely any ſenfible-'operation : the like 
of Verbaſcyny, obſerving the time ( pre» 
ſcribed by Hartman) in gathering 1t, is a 
ood ſpecifick in Catarrhes, and performs 
admirable effe&s.' 'I have two or' three 
hundred of theſe Empirical obſervations 
-by me which 1 reſerve for a particular 
"Treatiſe; ' I have made it my buſineſs 
[ſome years to converſe with that ſort of 
ef) þ © people,

people, from whom a Phyfician may learn 
more of the true and experienced virtues 
of Medicines in a few dayes, than he (hall 
by .readivg, or his own practice alone in 
many years 3 for theſe having but two ory 
three medicines ( delivered them by Tra- 
dition ) which they call their Arcana's, 
they try them in all caſes, and find out 
thoſe virtues in them by accident, that a 
rational Phyſician would never dream of, 
Tt was the advice of an ingenious and 
lexrned Phyſician, Letnot a Mountebank 
©0 out of the Town before you diſ- 
courſe him,and by exchanging ſome good 
medicine with him, get his, or rather than 
fail telt him two for one, This advice I 
have followed and found no ſmall benefit 
from it ; for from cheſe weeds ( that ſtart 
up in-every corner of our Phyfick Gar- 
den) I have ( like the induſtrious Bee) 
ſuckt honey, as well as from the flowers 
of learning and ingenuity ; and this (I 
ingenuonſ]y conteſs ) not for my own,but 
my Countries benefir, and do intend to 
bliſh them, that they may come into the 
ands of learned and judicious perſons 
who will make a better improvement o 
them than ſuch illiterate perſons in whoſe 
hands

hands the beſt of Medicines are often 
found to be like a well-temper'd Sword 
in a mad mans hand. | 

But methinks I hear ſome ill-natur'd 
people, from chat Proverb, Hows cogne- 
ſcirmy ex ſociicaffirm, becauſe I have made 
Empiricks my companions, I muſt be 
ſach a one, (-1n their worſt ſence.) But 
their words I ſhall count no (lander ; for 
T had rather be, or be called an Empirick, 
( that is in Engliſh an experienced Phy- 
fician (io $72); comes from Tlcgge 
exyerior ) than to be a Dogmatical o- ra= 
tional Phyſician, without experience, and 
thoſe well-tried and approved Medicines 


I have gain'd by ſach Empirical con- 
yerſe : and I hope no judicious perſon 
will think the worſe of me for my induſtri= 
ous endeavours, to improve this noble'ſci- 
ence of Phyſick.

CAP. 1. 


Of the Uſe and Offices of the 
Spleen and Stomach. 


N order to your better underſtandi 

my following diſcourſe (Phby/opbi/us 
it will be neceſſary that I firſt treat of 
thoſe two noble parts, the Spleen and 
Stomach , whjch the ingemous Helmont 
calls the Duupwvirate, whoſe defeRs give 
dirth to all internal diſegſes : I ſhall begin 
with the Spleen being the principal part 
deficient in theſe diſtempers. 


I. Of the uſe and office of the 
Spleen. 


The Bulk of the Spleen is different, in 
ſome bigger, in ſome leſs, according to 
the variety of mens bodies; its figure com= 
pony oblong, its colour in children reds 
in adult perſons inclining to blackne 
its ſubſtance of black blood congeal 
amongſt the fibers : Ie is furniſhed 
with three ſorts of Veſſels ; firſt $ bevory 
rom 
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from the Celiac Arteries, Which diſper- 
ſeth it (elf in many ſmall twigs amongſt 
the fib2:s ; In the ſecond place, it hath 
a vein which ſprouts into it from the Poy- 
ea, Which is all ſpent and loſt in the ſub- 
fiance of it , except two arms, the VA 
breve, which goes away to the ſtomach, 
and the other the Hemorrhoidal vein, 
which runs away to the Anw : In. the 
third place, it 1s furniſhed with nerves 
from. thz eight pair , which with their nu- 
meroas threds and fibers , weave them- 
ſelves into a kind of Net, upon which the 
Parenchyma ticks, leaving every where 
multitude of little holes, into which the 
ſmall arteries running every where diſ- 
perſed among the threds of the nerwes, 
empty themſelves of the blood , which 
having paſſed through , and waſhed the 
whole ſubtance of the Spleen, is agun 
drunk up and carried away by the veins. 
The ufe of this part is to prepare a fer- 
ment for the blood, and to ſupply the ſto- 
mach with that acid juice or wenſftrunm 
that ferves for the concoRion of aliment, 
It prepares a ferment for the blood after 
this manner 5 The blood brought hither by 
the Cz/iac Arteries, palling through many 

turnings

turnings and windings , being trained 
through the Parenchyma, doth leave be- 
hind it ſome ſalt and earthy parts 3 which 
after they. have ſuffered ſome alteration 
dy their attrition, and juſtlivg in the ſe- 
veral paſſages, through che cells, cavi- 
ties, and Pores of the Parenchyma, are 
by freſh blood, which perpetually flowes 
thither, by continual circulation carried 
back through the veins into the maſs of 
blood, in which they ſerve for a moſt uſe» 
ful ferment, by which the blood becomes 
rarified,and is made more brisk and lively, 
fit to circulate for the better ſupply of the. 
parts, 


2. Of the uſe and office of the 


Stomach. 


In the next place ( Phy/ſophilas ) I (hall 
ſhow you the uſe and office of zts com- 
peer,the Stomach, 

The office of the Stomach is to prepare 
Chyle, of which by ſeveral alterations by 
ſeveral ferments, 1s made that vital juice, 
the blood ; the manner of which is as 
followeth z Food being conveyed into

T Know (Phy/ophilns)it will be expeRted 
by ic cnvions ni that I ſhould be 
as happy in finding out the cauſe,as I have 
been ſucceſsful in finding ont the cure 
of this ſuppoſed unknown and uncura- 
ble diſeaſe, a Quartan Ague 3 which chat 
I may not ſeem altogether Irrational and 
Empirical, I ſhall here endeavour co give 
the world my opinion of the ſeat and 
cauſe of Agues , which I ſhall not conft- 
dently aflert (' as ſome have their dreams 
and conjeares ) but only propoſe and 
ſubmit it to the more mature judgments 
of the learned and judiciousz and if any 
nice Critick ſhall take the pains to con» 
tradi& it, I (hall return him no other An- 
ſwex than that of Xfartial ;

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The princip1l ſeat of Agues is the 
Spleen, which being deficient, the blood 
wanting its ferment is obſtructed in irs 
circulation, and hkewiſe the ferment of 
the. Romach wanting a ſupply-from this 
part , 1s depraved ; ſo that Concoction 
not being welt performed, topgh viſcous 
humours are generated , which with the 
Chyle conveyed into the mals of blood, 
do-at certain periods when they arrive at 
the. heart diſturb that noble part, by ob- 
ſtruting the [paſſage of the chyl= or 
blood ; upon. which violence offered to 
Natures chief Fortreſs, a trepidation of 
the whole microcoſme doth enſue , which 
laſts ſo long-till. by the impulſe of the 
blood or chyle: following it, it is at laſt 
forced through : 'No ſooner doth the blood 
find a free paſſage, having been for ſome 
time dammed ip, but ,it lows more vio- 
tently 3 as when-a Sluyce is opened 11 4 
Mill, or ather current of water 3 from 
which violent motion an ebullition of the 
blood doth:enſue; which cauſeth the hor 
Fit : The Ebullition being ended, and the 
blood running again in its ordinary courſe, 
Nature relieves: her ſelf by Tranſpyarion, 
reſettling the blood diſturbed by the 
S1T c-mmotion 
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commotion of the late Fit ; Thendoth the 
Patient continue well, till the morbifick 
matter come round again, continually re- 
cruiting it ſelf with freſh ſupplies from 
the imperfe&t digeſted chyle, till” that 
cauſe be taken aways either by nature a- 
lone, by recovering ſtrength and vigour, 
or- by help of proper Medicines, afliſting 
her again ſo ſubcil and potent an enemy, 
The diſtances of the Fits ( ſome being 
once in 24 hours; as Quotidians ; others 
once in 48 hours, as Tertians 3 and-ſome 
but once in 72 hours, as Quartans;) are 
from the levity or ponderofity of the mu«- 
teria worbifica, whether Tg , Cho- 
ler, or Melancholly : The heavier bo- 
dy moving more (luggiſhly in the ſan- 
euinary Channel than that which is 
lighter; as We ſee in a current of water, 
a piece of Firre ſhall move ſwifter than 
a piece of Oak, or heavier wood ; and 
a Paper or Feather (wifter than the Firre. 
The length or ſhortneſs of the Fits are 
from the quantity of the matcer, more or 
leſs : Double Tertian, double and treble 
Quartans, ate occaſioned by a quick ſup- 
ply of the morbifick matter z ſo that there 
may be two or _—_ ſeveral maſles os 
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the-morbifick matter, in the veins, which 
arrive at'the heart by ſacceſhon. 

But fince the moſt plaufible reaſons, uns 
lefs backt by fome demonſtrable experi- 
ments, ſeem but ſuppofitions, or conjes

at firſt fight I could read where a Quartan 
did lodge, or had been lodged, A Quar= 
tan Ague 1s the moſt ſubul Enemy nature 
hath to deal with ; ſometimes it ſeems to 
make a truce, or cake its final leave z biit 
breaking it , and rallying again in few 
days , ſurpriſing her who perhaps was 
mean time buſied in managing the great 
affairs in the axconomy of the body; "and 
reQifying the diſorders that unruly gue 
had made in it : Other times, ir ſliBhfly 
creeps upon the body, and doth not ſhake 
the frame , lulling che Patient afleep; 
whilſt nature watching its coming, 1s de- 
ceived, and performs not what ſhe” in- 
tended, or could have done,if the Enemy 
had appeared in open hoſtility, I have 
obſerved that thoſe Patients who had mild 
firs, ( as they thought them ) becauſe 
they generally flept, and were not much 
ſenfible of them , were lopgeſt — 
wit 
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with them. And ſuch Agues are harder to 
be cured than thoſe where theſe fits are 
more ſtrong and yiolent. It ſometimes 
will take its leave for a fortnight, and re- 
turn again with more violence; at other 
times it divides it ſelf in two or three 
parts, making the double and treble 
tan. 

It very ofcen deceives the Patient a- 
bont May, and dids farewell, and as cer- 
tainly returns about 4nguff, as it went off. 
I never conld yerread or hear of any Quar- 
tan , diſcharged by nature without help 
of means, but went off about the Aqui- 
nodtials , bat moſt generally about the 
vernal &Aquimox, viz. arch, and then 
oftentimes cauſed by the imprudence of 
Phyficians to return, bytheir giving Pur- 
þ= thoſe 1maginary helps to nature;, 

pernicious 1n this diftemper, becauſe 
they do weaken and debilitate natnre, and 
ferment that humonr ſhe had concoRted 
and precipitated.

often failing than'curing, Hence it came 
that Agnes ( and eſpecially Quartans ) 
were called Opprobrium Medicorum , the

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epreach of Phyficians,which is now taken 
off ; for I do aflert, that a Quartan Ague 
is as eafily cured as any chronick diſtem- 
per the body of man is incident to,, and 
will anderiake the cure , and perform it

Iſeaſes, Nature's enemies, though 
their ayes and number be many 
yet they may be reduced to- theſe two 
general heads, viz. Chronick , and A- 
cnte. 
Chronick diſeaſes move ſlowly at firſt, 
ſlightly invading Natures Cafile ; ſo that 
ſhe, Non vacans exiguis Rebus adeſſe, 
is often ſurpriſed : ſometimes the ſpirits 
evacuated , or evaporated , the ferment 
of the tomach becomes weak and feeble, 
not able to perform its Office » from 
hence proceeds a general decay of the 
parts, as in Conſumptions, &c. other 
times the Ferment grows exorbitant, and 
will not admit of Nature's Rules ; here 
food may be —_ difſolved , but not 
ſo well digeſted ; From hence comes the

potheſes to pleaſe their humours : that T 
may not be thought altogether Empirical, 
I will follow the ſteps of ſome of our mo- 
dern ingenious Phyficians, and run with 
them in their rational accounts of Feyers, 
which being pleaſant and coherent,do gra- 
tifie our humours, and delight our curious

The Hyporbefs; granted, that Blood and 
Wine are analogous , and obſerve the 
ſame'rules and method in caſting out ex+ 
traneous bodies; the cauſe of Bevers will 
be thus underſtood, when either from the 
defe&ts of the Duumvirate, 4. e. the Sto» 
mach and Spleen, change of Air or Diet, 
whereby the habit of the body is altered, 
violent Paſſions, retention of Excrements, 
and the like ; an imperfe& andill-dige- 
ſted chyme 1s prepared, and conveyed in» 
to the maſs of blood, which being not fit 
for mixture and affimilation., is reſe&ed 
and caſt forth as an Heterogenous matter : 
From hence is cauſed a commetion, or 
hermentation of the whole maſs of blood, 
which laſt ſo long till the extranious matter 
be caſt ont, either by the Pores of the 
$kiny Ureters, Inteſtins, or other emun- 


Qories. 
The Experiment may be proved in 
Wine; into which if you put any Hete- 
rogeneous matter, as a drop of a Candle, 
Sugar, or any Liquors, it will immedi- 
ately ferment, which will not ceaſe, ” 
tne, 
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the extraneous matter be thrown ont, or 
ſeparated from the Wine, and lodged at 
the bottom of the Veſſel, and the whole 
body of the Wine remain pure and clear, 
Thus, we ſee, perſons after exceſs in eat- 
ing or drinking , fall into Fevers3 the 
ferment of the Rtomach being diluted, and 
depraved by ſuch exceſs , and the parts 
deſigned for conveyance of chyle, or nu- 
triment, are obſtructed , ſo that an un« 
ſaceable chyme is ſent to the Veits, which 
the blood cannot admit of. 

So likewiſe we may obſerve from ſuch 
perſons as have fed upon ill diet a long 
ctime, as at Sea, or in Captivity, the body 
at length hath been accuſtomed to itz bur 
when fuch hve rerurned home, atd eame 
to feed upon good and wholforn food, they 
have oftentimes fallen into very high F 
vers ; the reaſon of it maybethis: T 
parts of the body deſigned for concoRioth 
were ot acquainted with ſuch food, and 
through depravity could not digeſt them 
ſufficiently z or, if rhis food were digeſted 
into good Chyme, yer when it came into 
the veins, 'the blood could not_ admit of 
its mixture and aſhmilation , becauſe it. 
is of a contrary nature to that which

When this:Chyme, from ſome ill food, 
or bad air, hath conrrated a poyſonous 
nature ; the blood touched with this ve- 
nomous Miaſme, is either too much fuſed, 
from whencefollows a greater ebullition in 
the maſs of blood, by which the viral ſpi- 
rits are waſted and diſperſed; or ſome- 
times the blood is coagulated, by which 
ts circulation is hindred, and-a ſtagnation 
of that vital current follows, as in the high 
malignant and Peſtilential diſeaſes,

If a Fever, with other bad ſymptoms, 
as Lipothbyamie , Convulſion ,. Phren- 
fies, &c- be joined with theſe griping 
pains ; the patient generally -miſcarries, 
except the virulent Ichor be. tranſmit» 
ted by latge Tweats, or more gentle 
breathings , with eruptions of Paſtules, 
Spots,or red Blotches, 

If theſe malignant Gripes, joined with 
a Fever, invade any that have been de» 
bilitated by a long anfirmity s or intem- 
perate perſons, the ferment of whoſe ſto» 
mach is diluted and depraved , the caſe 
1s dangerous. Sometimes it happens, that 
the Torminous matcer is tranflated into 
che limbs , whereupon Palfie, Rheuma- 
tiſmns ,. of Gowt happen , to the preſer- 
vation of life.
